self the senatorship.

Louis . Brandeis, representing ﬂmj
shippers before the interstate commerce

Mr, Brandeis’ Letter.

The letter, which created much interest
at the offices of the interstate commerce
commission, bears date of today, and is

addressed to O. L. Dickeson, care Chi-
cago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad,
Chicago, 111. It follows:

“Your telegram of the 23d. sent on be-
half of the western railrfoad presidents
to me, care of interstate commerce com-
mission, was neot delivered until this
morning, owing to my absence in Boston.

“You refer to the estimate quoted by
me that a million dollars a day could b2
saved in operating American railroads by
the introduction of scientific nanagement
and say that if I can peint out a prac-

tical way by which a substantial portion
of this amount can be saved several
western railroads would be pleased to

ROBBED MILES AWAY

Thug’s Victim Bundled on
Wagon, Carted Away and
Gone Through Leisurely.

CHICAGO, November 29.—Two bandits
who held up and robbed Charlgs Moe, a
contractor-carpenter, took no chances of
having a policeman descend upon them
while they went through their victim's
pockets.

The unusual incident of a President of
the United States personally investigating
the estimated expenditure of every dol-
lar of government money for a future
fiscal year was noted at the White
House today, when President Taft called
in the heads of every department, includ-
ing the Commissioners of the District of
Columbia, and spent the whole day delv-
ing into the detailed figures of each |
branch of the government service. Not |
only did the President want to know the |
whys and wherefores of each estimate
of any large amount, but he repeated
his former injunctions to cabinet officers
to hold their estimates within the small-
est possible sum.

By his work during the past few months
and today the President emphatically dis-
plavs not only a purpose to familiarize
himself with every detail of government
expenditure but a determination to make
governmental economy and efficiency a
reality, it was declared by a cabinet offi-
cer today.

Every Man to His Duty. ;

Retrenchment in expenditures and econ-
omy are to have, according to today's de-|
velopments, real meaning. The President |
takes the view that curtailment of ex-|
penditures in the departments and
throughout the government service can !
not be brought about unless every official,
from the head of the government on down,
including senators and representatives, |
having to do with the making of appro- |
priations, takes a personal interest in thet
work, and uses his utmost endeavor to
accomplish something in the way of real
economy.

This is the first year, however, that Mr.
Taft has undertaken personally to super-
vise the estimates and reach an agree-
ment with the heads of important com-
mittees of Congress as to the appropria-
tions to be made for the branches of the
service about which they have something
to say. Last year, for months before
Congresg assembled the President several
times urged his cabinet officers to re-
duce their estimated expenditures for the
following year to the lowest possible
amount. Through this and the personal
interest he took at that time ‘the esti-
mates were reduced by something like
$40,000,000. . Early this year the Presi-
dent agein informed cabinet officers ithat
the government must bhe brought as near
down to a business basis as possible.

Must Reduce Further, Are Orders.

As he went over department by depart-
ment today the President told each cab-
inet officer that estimates"must be cut
still further, cut right down to the actual
necessities of the service of the respective
departments. To those who declared that
their estimates were already at the bot-
tom the President demurred, and asked
that further cute be made. He diplo-
matically suggested that each cabinet offi-
cer take a personal hand in the prepara-
tion of the estimates to a degree not yet
attempted. : !

The President’s earnestness greatly im-
pressed his cabinet advisers, who re-
turned to their respective depArtments
intent upon giving all the aid possible.

River and Harbor Estimates.

Representative Alexander, chairman of
the river and harbor committee of the
House, was called into the conferences of
the day, as was Gen. Bixby, chief of en-
gineers of the army, the object being to
reach an agreement, as far as practic-
able, that river and harbor appropria-
tions for the next fiscal yvear shall be
for approved projects, based upon thor-
ough Investigation by engineers of thes
army. The President is on record as op-
posed to appropriations for projects hav-
ing no scientific approval. He wanls
these appropriations to have the same
business basis as any other expenditure.
After the conference Mr. Alexander made
this statement: y

“At the last session of Congress the
committee on rivers and harbors unani-
mously adopted a resolution favoring an-
nual river and harbor bills to begin with
the fiscal yvear ending June 30, 1912. The
bill of 1910, being preceded by the tri-
ennial bill of 1907, necessarily carrled
projects and appropriations far In ex-
cess of the needs of an annual bill, be-
cause, three years having elapsed since
the passage of a regular river and har-
bor bill, more improvements and larger
appropriations were required. An annual
bill, on the other hand, contemplates only
the needs of a single fiscal year. This
greatly reduces the number of items and
the aggregate of apppropriations. Here-
tofore the Corps of Engineers, from long
experience as to the uncertainties of leg-
islation, hak felt the necessity of provid-
ing not only for the actual needs of the
ensuing year, but for possible failure of
appropriations for several years.

No “Pork Barrel” Sign.

“In making the present estimates on the
basis of an annual bill the chief of engi-
neers submits only the most needed im-
provements and provides for minimum
appropriations. In other words, the chief
of engineers, in his annual report, just
issued, has laid the foundation for an
annual bill with the expectation that it

will be fdllowed by a bill next year. His
estimates, numbering 211 {tems, approxi-
mate $23,000,000, and authorizations to the
amount of about $20,000,000. Oneshalf of
these items are for maintenance of com-
pleted projects, one-quarter for prosecut-
ing work already under way by govern-
ment plant and hired labor and about
one-half of the remainder for complet
ing projects.

“It will be difficult to find in the pro-
posed bill any evidence of the so-cailed
‘pork barrel’ or dribbling policy. It wili
be purely a business measure based upon
the most careful work of the engineering
department and satisfactory to Congress,
it is believed. because it will provide for
all of the projects which demand atten-
tion during the next fiscal year., It is
expected that the bill will carry approxi-

mately $£30,000,000, including authoriza-
tions.”

The Distict Estimates.
The District Commissioners got the

same general instruction as cabinet of-
ficers—reduce the estimates. They went
back to the District building to try to
find where they will use the knife.

COMPANIONS DISAPPEAR
WHEN MAN IS KILLED

One of Quartet Drops Behind
to Shoot Dowp Well Dressed ‘
Man in Party.

NEW YORK, November 29.—One of a
group of four well dressed men, appa-
rently all Americans, was shot dead as
he was walking along a Harlem street
early today.

According to the only known witness
of the shooting—an occupant of a near-
by apartment house on Manhattan street,
from which the group had just emerged—
the man was shot by one of his com-
panions.

Vincent Riondo, the man who saw the
tragic happening, says that one member
of the party dropped to the rear of the
others as they were walking along the
street. There was a flash, a shot and
one of the men in the group fell to the
sidewalk. ;

The others leaned over the fallen man
an instant and then ran off. A police-
man and an ambulance surgeon who
were summoned found the man «dead.

There was nothing about the murdered
man to identify him. His clothing was
of good quality and the softness of his
hands indicated that he was unused to
hard work.

The labe] of a Broadway clothier on his
coat gave the police their only clue to
work upon. The authorities have insti-
tuted a widespread search for the dead
man's companions.

Although the dead man was identified
this afternoon as John Nicho Kerner,
a young married man of the middle west
side, clues to the man’'s assailants proved
elusive. The police developed the theory,
however, that the young man was the
victim of gang members who bore some
grudge against him.

KILLED BY POLICEMAN.

WANT ARMY AER0S

Number Should Be Purchased
Board of Ordnance Thinks.

FOR TRAINING OF OFFICERS

Matter Is Discussed at Some i.ength
in Annual Report.

ASKS $25,000 APPROPRIATION

Sum Wanted to Carry on Experi-
ments—Tests of Reinforced Con-
crete Parapets Described.

The unfanimity with which the military
experts of the United States wiil sup-
port Secretary Dickinson in beseeching
Congress to make an appropriation for
the purchase of an adequate number of
airships for the experimental use of the
army is further demonstrated in the an-
nual report of the board of ordnance
and fortification.

Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood is president of
that board. Other members are Gen.
Crozier, chief of ordnance; Gen. Murray,
chlef of the Coast Artillery Corps, and
Gen. Bixby, chief of Engineers.

“As is well known,”' says the report,
“the board has long had an interest in
aerial navigation and early recognized
the possibilities of this auxiliary to war-
fare and made allotments for experi-
menta] work at a time when the major-
ity of scientific men considered the sub-
ject of mechanical flight with indiffer-
ence, if not contempt. While actual flight
of a man-carrying machine was not then
realized, the basic principles of me-
chanical flight were established. The
lack of success deterred further experi-
mentation -for a time, but allotments by
the board resulted in the first public
flights by the Wright brothers.

Aero’s Usefulness Established.

: “As was stated in the last report of the
board, these experiments established be-
yond question the usefulness of the aero-
plane as a mlilitary adjunct, which view
has been confirmed. and strengthened by
the marked development in the art of avi-
ation that the last yvear has seen, While
further improvements in the mechanical
features of aeroplanes are certainly to be
looked for, and will continue to receive
the careful consideration and encourage-
ment of the board, it Is the opinion of the
board that the art of aviation is now
developed sufficiently to warrant the pur-
chase by the War Department of a num-

ber of aeroplanes of existing types for
the training of certain selected officers

{in the art of flying, from whose experi-

ence valuable information may be expect-
ed, both In the development of suitable
types of military aeroplanes and in the
determination of the proper rol_e of such
machines in military operations.”

The most important new experimental
work undertaken by the board during the
last fiscal vear related to tests of the re-
sisting power of reinforced concrete para-
pets, hese tests will have an important
bearing on the defenses of Manila, which
require a form of parapet occupying as
little space a8 possible and yet sufficient-
ly strong to resist the fire of any guns
that might be brought against it. Fur-
ther experiments with concrete of varying
degrees of reinforcement will be made

this year.
The Enery Gun Carriage.

There have been no developments, as
far as the board is informed. the report
says, in connection with the Emery gun
carriage. The board calls attention to
the fact that all work on the Emery de-
sign hds been done under direct enact-
ment of Congress, and says that the total
amount authorized for the construction
of the carriage has been a quarter of a
million dollars.

“Of this -sum,” the report continues,
“there remains to be paid Mr. Emery
$13,531.51. Another year has passed, the
seventeenth since this work was author-

ized, and the government has nothing to
show for the expenditure except the
foundations for the carriage, completed
about two years ago.”

To carry on its experimental work dur-
ing the fiscal year ending June 30, 1912,
the board requests an appropriation of
$25,000.

SWEPT OUT TO SEA
HOPE OF SUCCOR GONE

Three Hundred Laborers Prob-
ably Perished in Tempest
on Caspian.

ASTRAKAN, Russia, November 20.—
During a sudden tempest in the Caspian
sea today a landing stage on which
were three hundred Persian dock work-
ers was dragged from its moorings and
swept out to sea.

The storm was so violent that at-
tempts at rescue were futile and all
hope that any of the men will be saved
has been abandoned.

Scores of Ships Sunk.

Scores of ships, several with their crews
on board, were sunk at their moorings at
different Casplan coast towns.

Several towns along the coast were
flooded, the inhabitants in hundreds of
cases being forced to take refuge In hay-
stacks. The plight of the sufferers is
pitiable, as intense cold has added to
the general misery.

A number of steamers have been sent
from this port to aid the sufferers of
the storm.

TOTAL OF ELECTION BILLS.

Democrats of New York State Ex-

pend $328,730 in Campaign.
ALBANY, N. Y., November 20.—The
democratic state committee disbursed
$328,780 In electing its state ticket, ‘::-
cording to a statement flled with the
secretary of state last night. The com-
mittee received individual contribu-
tlons. aggremating $303,047, and No-

vember 3 borrowed $30,000, making
the total receipts $333,472. There 1s a
balance of $4,602.

The New York county democratic

committee’s statement shows that itg
recelpts were $108,703, and the dis-
bursementis $1048,492.

Winfleld A. Huppuch, the chalrman
of the demnocratic state committee and
the business partner of Gov.-elect Dix,
contributed $20,760 to the state com-
mittee. ¢

Stuart Bitter in Condemning
Corporal Punishment.

SAYS HE WAS MISQUOTED

Teachers All Know His Attitude and
There Are No Whippings.

MR. COX SUPPORTS THE RULE

Says It Protects Teachers Who:
Whip, But Adds That None
Does Whip.

Not only is A. T. Stuart opposed to
spanking children in schools, or In any
other form of corporal punishment in the.
schoolroom, but he declares that he is
“rabid, radical and bitter” in his opposi-
tion to any form, manner or means of
punishment which approaches in the
slightest degree to brutality or tends to
degrade and humiliate scholars or to fur-
nish them with an exhibitlon which is
more of a scufiing match than anything
else. That he has been misquoted on the
subject of corporal punishment he ia
quick to say. That his ideas on the sub-
Ject of corporal punishment are weill
known throughout the scnool system is a
fact, and every teacher will testify to it.

*“l don’t want the rule which allows
corporal punishment in the handbook ot
the board of education. 1 am rabid,
radical and bitter in my opposition to it.
I do not bellieve there is a single thing
that school children can do which would
merit being struck by a teacher. Chiidren
should not be humiliated by that sort of
thing. Children should not see one ot
their class struck.

Duty for Parents, Not Teachers.

“If there should be a boy who needs
a zood ‘licking,’ then his parents ought
to give it to him. His teacher does not
have to do it.”

The rule on corporal punishment
which Mr. Stuart would like to have
taken out of the new rule book which
has just gone into use is as follows:

“The aveidance of corporal punish-
ment, as far as may be with a due re-
gard to obedience on the part of the
pupils, is enjoined on all teachers. Each
case of corporal punishment with the
reason therefor, =shall be reported
promptly by the teacher in charge of
the school and forwarded, through
the principal and supervising principal,
to the superintendent.”

Mr. Stuart was asked this morning
whether any cases of corporal punish-
ment had been reported to him. He
said very emphatically that there had
heen none.

His Position Clearly Defined.

“Why,” he said, “I'm so well known
an opponent of corporal punishment that
I've been on record in The Sunday Mag-
azine of The Sunday Star in a discussion
with Dr. G. Stanley Hall. In that artie
cle, published March 22, 1908, I said:

‘*‘Corporal’ punishment breeds resent-
ment and often revenge in rational crea-
tures. Let flogging once he restored to
the schools by authority and note the
struggle that will be on between brute
force and the purpose to secure protec-
tion from brute force, paralleling in a
striking way that familiar contest in
modern warfare between the ever-vary-
ing efficlency of armor plate on the one
hand and projectiles on the other. This
could not be a physical confiict, becausa
the men behind the knout would be too
strong to be successfully resisted. It
would become an intellectual and moral
conflict in which the keen-witted and
clever American boy would play his evil
inventions—lying, evasion, blaming the
other fellow and a brood of other en-
forced immoralities—as a defense
against inevitable scourgings."”

Quotes “Mr Dooley.”

Mr. Stuart picked up a volume of **Mr.
Dooley” and turned to a paragraph which
he believed carried the point against
whipping children in school. It was this:

“l wuddn't give annyone th' right to
lick a child that wanted to lick a chiid.
If it's right to larrup an infant av eight,
why ain’t it right to larrup wan of eight-
een? Suppose that Prisident Hadley of
Yale seec that th’ left tackle or the ha!f-
back av th' foot ball team wasn't he-
havin® right. He'd been caught bhlowin’
‘a peashooter at th' prefisser av {liminthry
chemistry or pullin® th’' dure bell av th’
prefisgser av dogmatic theosophy. He dou't
know any diff'rent. He's not supposed to
realize th' distinction between right an’
wrong vet. Does Prisident Hadley grab
th' child be th’' ear an’ conduct him te
th’ corner av the schoolroom an’ wallop
him? Ye bet he does not. Prisident Tad-
ley may be a bold man in raisin’ money
or translatin’ Homer; but he knows th*
diff‘'rence between courage and sheer
recklessness.”’

Rule Protects Teachers, Says Cox.

“My position in the matter,”” said W.
V. Cox, president of the board of edu-
cation, “is right in the rule, which is cer-
tainly clear. Teachers are enjoined not
to use corporal punishment unless abso-
lutely necessary, and then they must
make a report of it. I believe the rule
was written primarily to be used in case
a parent brought suit for assault against
any teacher who whipped a child, and [
think it would hold in court.

“But the whole thing is a bugaboo. Not
a child has been whipped, or spanked, or

punished, corporally, in any way, and
probably will not be.”
TWO0 MEN IN PERIL.
Adrft on a Scow in Heavy Sea Off
Galilee, N. J.
GALILEE, N. J., November 20.—Life

savers put out from here today for the
rescue of two meg in a scow whieh is
believed to have broken loose from: an
ocean tow during the night and drifted
ashore off this place. A heavy sea was
running, imperiling the lives of the men
on the scow, which threatened to go te-
pleces, and making it difficult for the life
savers to launch their craft.

The thick weather off shore prevented
observation of what success attended
their efforts.
